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Government Ownership No Panacea 


HE Chicago Federation of Labor (CFL), representing about 500,000 AFL 
members in Chicago, last December repudiated its 55-year-old support of city 
ownership. That action is still noteworthy because the federation regarded 
as poor the record made by the city’s municipally owned transportation system, 
CTA; and CTA’s performance since then has drawn considerable criticism. 
Back in 1896, when the Chicago federation was organized, its constitution 
included a clause that urged members “to secure municipal ownership and operation 
of water, gas and electric light plants, telephones, and all street railroads, overhead, 
surface and underground, to be operated in the interest of the people.” 
Recently, in the midst of CFL criticism of the “blunders” of the municipally 
owned Chicago Transit Authority (CTA), someone uncovered the clause advocating 
municipal ownership and brought it to the attention of union officials. The federation 


voted unanimously to repeal it. Union leaders had the following to say about the 
action: 


“The repeal of (this) section... . of the constitution’s platform definitely means 
what it implies—a departure from the British form of socialism and the creation of 
safeguards against possible attempts at nationalization of utilities. 


“It means that we will not support such attempts and that we are going to be 
from now on exclusively for free private enterprise and away from socialism.” 

“Tt think that what we did is in line with progress, with the present way of 
thinking by our labor leaders. We are against nationalization of industries. We are 
against this form of socialism. We are for private enterprise from top to bottom.” 


“Look at the blunders they (CTA) have made.” 


The stand of the Chicago labor federation is also in line with wide-spread public 
criticism of the service rendered by Chicago’s CTA elevateds, busses, and _ street- 
cars. It seems that when Chicago voted to take over the transportation system in 
19147, proponents of government ownership “sold” the people that it would be 
the magie wand to waft away the service and financial shortcomings of the prede- 
cessor privately owned company. 

Also current at the time Chicago voters chose to try a city-owned transport system 
was a bit of socialistic propaganda which holds that private enterprise capitalists 
are able to “milk” an operation of this kind by charging excessive fares, with 
the money being paid out in high salaries or dividends. Informed sources now 
say that there is something in the milking charge. Matter of fact, it has been 
charged that the milking was done through requests for special favors on the part 
of some local political big-wigs. 

One might conclude that: Other things being equal, the abilities of employes from 
top to bottom, whether under private or government operation, would determine 
what grade of service would be developed. 

However, if one were so naive as to believe “other things are equal” under private 
and public ownership, he would be sadly deluded. Enterprises which the govern- 
ment operates traditionally are suspected of syphoning off public funds in one way 
or another. 

For example, in the county assessor’s office where a friend of ours worked, after 
he had done several honest days’ work, he was admonished by his supervisor to 
“slow up; spread the work out, or you'll have to be laid off; only work in 
the morning” (on assessor surveys outside the office). 


How many times have those in the service of our country heard, “Don’t worry 
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about cost; the government will pay for it.” And, of course, the diverting of funds 
and favors—now so apparent in federal government—add more examples to 
the record. It would seem that government, federal, state or local, not being in 
business to make a profit, is almost foredoomed to inefficiency. It does not have 
to compete with other enterprises in most of its operations. Therefore, it does not 
have the “do-or-die” spur to efficient permance. 


Returning to Chicago’s predicament, owning its own transportation system, it is 
significant that most Chicagoans are interested only in surface politics. Further- 
more, who has time to watch, and who has sufficient knowledge of over-all opera- 
tion of the transportation system to know when it is operated efficiently or honestly ? 
There is no free enterprise competion for buyers’ preference, no state commission 
scrutiny to judge whether CTA is being run honestly and skillfully. In its charter, 
CTA was empowered to set its own rates. This means that it is not subject to 
commission jurisdiction or even the city government. CTA is answerable only to 
citizens of Chicago in the matter of rates and methods of operation. 

Thus it is up to Chicagoans to keep a “weather eye” on the operation of their 
system, or else all the pandora’s box of political evils — vote-buying, payroll-pad- 
ding, jobs for the incompetent—pork barrel in all its various forms will confront 
them. Even should they discover incompetency or dishonesty, do the people have 
sufficient power to root them from under the claws of a machine-government 
charged with being in cahoots with a crime syndicate, a combination which is now 
being investigated by an aroused citizenry in Chicago? 

Most people who look at the problem objectively will agree that municipal or 
government ownership is no panacea for the problems of business operation or of 
efficiently serving the public. 


The Tax Tolls for All 

Every 29-year-old average male can look forward to paying a minimum of 334,700 in taxes 
by the time he is 65. 

This average 29-year-old worker earns $4,300 a year, and has a mortgaged home and two 
children. 

Of that $34,700 tax bill almost half—$15.684—will go out for federal income taxes. The 
rest will be levied in real property taxes, social security, gasoline, state income, various excise 
and “luxury” taxes and so on down the long list. 

The $34.700 figure is a minimum. No one can forecast the future with accuracy. 

If the government goes on with the prodigal waste that has characterized it for a generation, 
the ultimate tax bill for the 29-year-old overage man, and everyone else, will be far higher. 

On top of that, more government-induced inflation will sharply reduce the purchasing power 
of what litthe money we have left after the tax collector gets through. 

It is commonly argued that wars and the threat of wars make these tremendous taxes in- 
evitable. That's an easy alibi for the professional bureaucrats, but it won't hold water. 

The most thorough studies indicate that Federal spending for just the single current fiscal 
year could be cut by as much as 10 billion dollars without affecting the defense program in any 
way. 

Government is now the greatest squanderer of our money and resources of labor—and you 
pay for it whether vow re 29, 59, or 99.—New York Motor Truck News.

HAT a strange thing is our 
attitude of taking things for 
granted—how little we think of 
a drink of pure cold water until we 
can’t get one, as we couldn’t then in 
Korea, and can’t even now. And again, 
in Korea what little concern for acci

accident. Either something very un 
pleasant happens to you or it doesn’t

The total disregard for safety as we 
try to understand and practice it, the 
almost open dare for an accident to 
come and get you, is an astonishing 
experience. And from that experience, 
which was driven home within 24 hours 
of arrival, came the realization and 
appreciation of the importance and ef 
fectiveness of telephone industry acci 
dent prevention efforts in these United 
States—how much good is really ac 
complished—how really successful out 
efforts are, in spite of apparently dis 
couraging results in some directions at

| REA APPROVES $2,408,000 IN LOANS TO THREE CO-OPS 
| 


The Rural Electrification Administration approved three 
telephone loan allocations during the week of Sept. 15 to 
19. totaling $2,408,000, to three cooperatives—two in 
South Carolina and one in Kentucky. 

On Sept. 16, REA also approved a loan contract with 
the MON-CRE Telephone Cooperative, Ramer, Ala. (suc- 
cessor to the Montgomery County Telephone Project). in 
the amount of $125,000. 





On September 17. REA rescinded $666,000 of the 
81.028.000 loan approved in December. 1950, to the 


Runestone Telephone Association, Alexandria, Minn. This 


rescission was possible because the company no longer 


| plans to acquire five of the seven small companies con- 
ltemplated in the borrower's original plans. This action 
resulted in an amended loan contract of $362,000. Under 
lthe revised loan contract. the borrower proposes to acquire 
the telephone properties of the Barrett Rural Telephone 
Co. and the Hoffman Telephone Co. In addition, it will 
till take over seven farmer-owned lines now switched by 
the Barrett company.
